Housing Starts 
Show Increases 

New housing starts in 
California increased in Octo- 
l)er to a seasonally adjusted 
rale of 215,000 units, Bank 
of America reported re 
rently. 

The rate was up 5.9 per 
cent from 203,000 starts the 
prcviou.s month and 1.9 per 
rent higher than the rate of 
211,000 starts in October 
1977. 

A bank economist said, 
however, that actual Cali¬ 
fornia housing starts for the 
fir.st ten months of this year 
amounted to 197,722 units — 
a decrease of 8.6 per ceni 
from 216,277 units in the 
.same 1977 period. 

Apartment unit starts in 
tho fi"st ten months of 197.S 
showed an increase of 17.2 
per cent over the compar¬ 
able 1977 period. Single fam¬ 
ily units were down 12.5 
|)rr cent.

“Nature Notes’

The Old Farmer’s Al¬ 
manac 1979 has predicted 
November and December as 
being on the dry side, with 
below average precipitation 
by three and u half inches 
for the two months. How¬ 
ever, we seem to be getting 
our fair share of moisture 
this year, with a few good 
rains already under our 
belts. According to the sta¬ 
tistics in this paper, we’re 
ahead of last year’s rainfall 
by almost two inches . . - 
October and November to¬ 
tal: 2.22 inches of rain. ’The 
Almanac wont on to predict 
January as having 2.5 inches 
above average rainfall, and 
Febniary with six Inches 
above average! Even though 
this is for all of California 
we still ... in the sowth- 
land . . . could be in for a 
very wet winter!! 

The Almanac also predict¬ 
ed above average tempera¬ 
tures for the next three 
jnonths. However, I recently 
read that some scientists 
have predicted a very cold 
winter for us Californians.

strolled right up to the 
sliding glass door? You 
guessed it . . . another ’pos¬ 
sum. Tw’o In one night is 
really hard to believe! 

Have you seen the pair of 
"wild” parrots flying over 
Sierra Madre lately? Dark 
wings and head. Long tail. 
Yellow undersides. Haven’t 
been able to identify them 
yet.
